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and ſtrength, ſo much time hath beta war old and fir bite to his end: But 
the terme to grow in beauty, hrighth, and ſtrength is xcrvt. vtate, ani iq 
terme to Wax old, feeble, and Wweake, and turne to the carthÞÞward, which 
ts in all together lrxii. yeare, that he ought tolue by coutfe of nature. Aud 
they that die befoze this time, oftcy it is by violence and'outrage dane rd 
their complexion and nature.

Aid then commeth October: that all is into the fo2efaid houſe gathered 
but coꝛne. and alſo other manner fruits.

So the Sunne in theſe twelue moneths paſſerh by twelue ſignes one 
time.

Wer kes, thꝛie 
hundzed ſirty and fiue dayes. and When bylert is, it is thꝛieſtoꝛe and vi. one 
day, and rxuu.haures, euerv houre lx. minutes. Aer thele diuillons remuſt 
vnderſtand fo2 euery yeare thzz things.

They knowledge God and loue him 
that ke pe his commandements, and they milknom him that doe not fo, to 
whom in the great neceſſity of their diſeaſmg, and at the day of judgements 
he ſhall miſanom them, + ſay to them, J know you not, no2 wot That ye bez 
goe vt cut ſed out ot my company. Knowledge we then God. andione him, 
and ik wert will doe thus, know wer firft our ſelke, and by the knowledge 
of our ſcife, we ſhall tome to the knowledge and loue ol God, and the mot 
we know our ſelte, the better we ſhall know God and if we be rgtto2ant of 
our ſelfe, we ſhall haue no knowledge of God. To this purpoſe me muff 
nate ane thing, and know ſeuen. The thing we mut nate is this, Ihvſs: 
euer knoweth himſelfe, knoweth God, and alt not be damned, anwWhors 
knoweth not himſelfe, knoweth not God, and ſhait not be ſaued: vnurritand 
ak them that haue wut and diſeretton with lawful 1ge, of the whichknow- 
ledge none is exculed after he hathſmmed deanly, toto ſa that e was . 
102ant. By this appeareth the ignoꝛance of humſelte and of perils 
lous. Deadly ſin is beginning of alt euill, an ic ntrarti an Pot 
annofhunilte is (oueraigne ſcrence and vertue bgm o 
The ſeuen things we ought to haue, diene the twelne articl faith 
which we ought to believe ſledtaſtiy.Aiſo the petictoscdramentl the P are

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we ought to hope in him, alſo the commandements of the Law, and of the 
holy Church, wbich enſigneth vs what we ſhould doe, and what wc ſhould 
not doe, and all things belonging to the ſame. Alſo if we be in the grace of 
our Loꝛd, oꝛ not. And how beit we may not know it cert amy, neuertheleſſe 
we map haue ſome coniectures, Which be good to know, and knowledge of 
God, Alſo knowledge of himſelte, by the which things we may come to the 
true love and charity of God, to acconpliſh his gominandements,and merit 
in the realme of heauen, wherem we ſhell liue perdurably, Ok the in. firftis 
enough ſatd, that ts, to know the twelue articles of the faith, in the which 
lieth our faith and beleefe ; and the things that we ought to demand of God 
be contamed in the Pater noſter, Whert in our hope lyeth. Aiſo the ten com. 
mandements of the Law, and ot holy Church, whereas charity is ſhewed 
m ſuch as keep them, by pꝛobation ofthe loue of God, and doe his comman⸗ 
dewents and good wozks. Now will we ſpeake of the other foure, and 
firſt of the voca ton in Which We be, which is the fourth thing that each 
man ought to know. Each man ought to know his vocation,and the things 
belonging to the ſamebetult and honeſt foz his health, and reſt of his con⸗ 
ſcience. 

A god Shepherd ought to know the art of ſhipez=kirping, and to 
gouerne ſhixpe, and lead them into paſtures, and to heale th:m when they 
bie ſickr, and ſhiere them m ſeaſon, to the intent, thzough his default 
no dammage come to bis Faſter. In likewiſe hee that laboureth the 
coꝛne, to know what ground were gd fo2 enery manner of gratne, and 
ought to till the earth, and when time is to ſowe, wa d reap. and thgel 
ſo that his Malter may haue no dammage by him. Semblably a Sur- 
geon ought to know. how to comfozt and heale ſuch tolles as hte bath 
charge of, without biding of bis art oz Surgery. Conſequentip a Mer⸗ 
chant ought to know the vtterante of his merchandiſe to others, with no 
moze fraud, than he would himſelfe ſhould haue. Alſo an Aduc cate, oꝛ a 
Pꝛoctoz, oug ht to know the rites and cuſtomes of places, that by their 
fault Juſtice be not peruerted. A Judge allo ought to know (both the par: 
ties heard) who yath right. and who bath Wwzong, and iudge equally after 
true juſtice, Alſo a Pateſt, oꝛ areligious man, ought to know their oꝛders, 
and keepe them, and aboue all things ought to know the law ol God, and 
teach them vnto the ignoꝛant. And thus of all other vocations. Foz all 
them as know not their vocation, be not woꝛthy to be, and liue in perill of 
their ſoules fo2 their ignozonce, The fifth, that all men ought to know. is 

zalueaiſcretion and vnderſtanding to know if he be in the grece of God 

02 not. ov tt be right difficile, fo2 God only knowethit; neucttheleſſe 

we may baue contectures that ſheweth it, and ſufficient fo? Shepherds 

and lay people to nam it᷑ they be in the loue of the Loꝛd. it they haue con · 

tecture to be init, therefs2e there ought none to tepute themſelues iuſt, but 

ought to humble themſelues, and alkt hun mercy as maketh ſinners * 
l 
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and none other. Pzincipally we ought to know this ſcience when we will 
tecciue the body of Jeſu Chꝛiſt. 5 oz ho that reeemueth his grace and god⸗ 
ne ſſe, recciueth his (aluation, aud Wo that rect iueth bim otherwiſe, recei⸗ 
ueth euerlaſting damnation, of the which thing every man is tudge- in 
bimſelke of bis owne conſcience, aud none other, The conit ctures where ⸗ 
by we may know ik that we be in the grace of God not. The firlk conicc⸗ 
ture is, When we doe traue ll fox to tleanſe our conſcience ot our ſins by pe» 
nance, as much as it we laboured to get ſome get at god, that We bie not 
culpable of any deably ũnne done, 0218 will ta doe, no in any ſentence, tuen 
it is god coniecturing to be in the grace of God. The ſecond comecture, 
that ſheweth in likewiſe to bee in the grace of God, 15 when wir bie moꝛe 
pꝛompt andre aby ts gad, obſetuing and ktepiug the commandements of 
God, and doe all god Wazks that we ſhould haue accuſtomed. The third 
coniceture is, hen we heare gladiy the word of God. as Sermous and 
god counſellers foz our ſaluation. The fourth, when we be ſozry and con» 
trite at our heart to haue commiſed and done any finne. The fifth is, when 
with god purpoſe and will or our ſeiues, we perſeuer to kirpe vs from ſin 
in time to come. Theſe coniectures be they, whereby Shepbe:ds, and lay 
people know if they be in his grace oʒ not, as much as in them is poſſible 
to know. The ſixth thing that every man ought to know is God, fo? all men 
ought to know God, foꝛ to-accompliſh his Will and commandement, by the 
which he would be loued With all thy heart, wi: h all thy ſoule, and with all 
the fgace that we haue, which we may nat doe if we know him not, then 
VvhMhat would loue God, ought to know bim, and the moze that they 
knoW him, the moꝛe theyloue hun: Where toe hereafter hail be ſaid hom 
Shepherds aud ſimple people doe know bum. Sbepherds, and ſim⸗ 
ple people foꝛ to haue knoVvledge of Godof their poſſibility conſidering ui. 
— The firſt ts, that they conſider the right great tiches of Gon bis 
puiſlance, his -ſoucraigne dignity, his ſoueraigne nobleueſſe, his ſour» 
raigne ioy and bliſſe: the ſecond-is, fux they couſidet the right noble, right 
great and maruellous operations and Woꝛkes at our Lozd God. Ann 
the third conſideratton is, fo2 they conſider the innumcrable benefits that 
they haue receiued of Gad, and that continuallyeuery day they receiue of 
him, and by theſe conſiderations they come to bis cogniſauoe and-know- 
ledge. Firſt to know God, Shepherds and lay people conſidereth his 
great riches, plentcous abundance of rhe godnelle that he bath, foꝛ all the 
treaſures and riches of heauen, and of the earth be his, and all gwdneſfſe 
bc hath made, ot the which he is fountame, creatsz; and maſter, and diſtribu⸗ 
teth them largely vnta every creature, and he bath no nerd of am other. 


. Wherefo2e it behwueth to ſay that be is right rich. Secondbyy he is right 


puiſſant, fozby his great puiſſante he hath made heauen, eavth, and the 
ſea, With all things contained vnta them and migbt vavoo them it it were 
— — Uò¶.ͤ—. ̃ 
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him koꝛ his great excellency. And Who that Would conſider ctiery worte 
of God. ſhould finde enough to maruell on. By the firſt of theſe con(:dcratr- 
ons God is knoVon? to be right rt:h, by gifts that he giueth to his friends: 
and by the ſecond he ts knowne right puiſſant, fo2 to venge hin on his 
enemies. Thirdly, he is ſoveraignly Wozthy, fox all the things of hea⸗ 
uen and earth oweth him honour and rcuerence, as to their Cxcato? and 
him that made them, as Wie (& childzen honour father and mother of 
whom they be deſcended by a generation: and all things be deſcended of 
God by a creation, to whom ought to be giuen great reverence, and he is ſo 
wozthy. Fourthly, hie is (oueraignly noble, fo: who that is loueraign⸗ 
ly rich, puiſſant. and Wozthy, bim behwueth to bee ſoveratgnlynobfe. but 
none other but God hath riches, puiſlance, and dignity as he: hath where: 
fozc of ſuch nobles ought to be (aid that he is right noble. Fifthip, he hath 
ſoueraigne toy, fo2 her that is rich, puiſſant, Wozthy and right noble, 18 
not without ſoueralgne ov, and this ioy is full of all gadneſſe, and ought 
to be our felicitie, to the Which we hope to come. That is, to know and ſt 
Godin his ſoueraigne top and gladneſſe, foꝛ to haue with him eternall toy 
that euer ſhail endure. And this is the firſt conũder atian of GD O, that 
ſhepherds and other ſimple people ought to haue. Secondiy, foꝛ to łnom 
God conſidering bis great nobleneſſe and maruellgus Woꝛkes, the boun⸗ 
ty nd the beauty of the things that he hath made, koꝛ it is commonly ſatd, 
one may know the wozkman by the Wozke. Knowledge we then the 
woꝛke of God, and knowledge we th it his beauty and bounty ſhineth zu the 
operations that he hath made, Which if they be faire and gw), the Byzko - 
man that hath made them, muſt nieds be faite and god without compa⸗ 
riſon, moꝛe than any thing that he hath made. Ber it conſmeted of the hea 
uens, andthe things therein ſet. what noble and maruetlous woꝛke, houn 
may one .confider their excellence and bounty? Be it confidered alſo as we 
may of the tarth, the tight noble c maruellous wozks of God the gold, the 
ſiluer, and all manner ot mettals and pꝛecious ſtanes in it, the fruits that it 
beareth, the tries, the beaſts that it ſuſtameth and of the bounty that it 
nouriſheth. Be it in like wiſe conſidered ol the ſea, the tiuers and the ſiſh nou⸗ 
riſhed in; them. The Weather the elements the ayze.the winds, and the birds 
that flie in them, and all the vſage and ſeruice of men. And conſider the 
wozkeman that ot his puiſſance hath made all, æ by his ſapience hath right 
well ordered his works, and gouerneth them by his great bountie, and by 
this manner we may kno wm God, as ſhephcards and ſimple folkes in cons 
ſidering bis Wozks. Thirdly, fo2 to know God conũder the great bent fits 
that we receive datly of him. Which may not be numbzed, foꝛ their great 
multttude.no2ſpoken of, toꝛ theirnoblenefle æ digmty. Albeit in their hearts 
be ſix pzincipally noted. Foz the which another Shepberd giuung pꝛai⸗ 
fing to Sod, ſald in this manner. Lozd God J know thou haſt indued 
me Withthy infinit benefits by thy great bounty. Firſt the benefit of: thy

The 
fourth thing wherein every man ought to follow Jeſu Chꝛiſt is patience 
in avuerſiey, and in h ſpirit of lite by penance, confirming of our ſelues in 
the eſtate of $eſus\Ch2ilt, of whom the le was ali in pame and pouerty 
which he endured S2 vs. TheHfth is incompaſſion of the pe, to the er⸗ 
ample of Jcſus Chꝛiſt. that by his mercy healed the pe of all copozall 
inſirmities, and the ſinncr of all ghoſtly fickneſſe, and wer by compaſſion 
ought to giue of our gods to prope folke, and comtoꝛt them bodily a ghoſt⸗ 
ly. The lirth thing wherein the Chziftian man ought to follow Jeſu C hoiſt, 
is dolour, deuotion charity, in contemplation of the myſteries of his natt- 
utty, oł his death and paſſion, ok his reſurrection, of his aſcention, and of 
his aduancing to the iudgement that oftentimes ought to be at our beart 
by holy meditations. And as to the laſt, what thing a Shepherdis, J ſay 
it is the knowledge of my vocation, as each hath his, as afoꝛe is ſaſd, and 
alſo to know the tranſgrefſions ot all theſe atoꝛeſaſd things bow man 
times in each we haue tranſgreſfed.fo2 many times we haue offended God, 
and who that taketh herd, ſhall find omiſſions and offences without num; 
ber, the which kne wne, we ought to doubt, and eſchue, and doe penance; 
And thus it is as J know man is Chyiſttan and ſhepherd.

After theſe be 16. that be as they Were hammers oꝛ grinding teeth, fo2 they 
chaw and grind the meat the which is eaten, and there is on euery ſide foure 
aboue and foure vnderneath, and then the foure teeth of ſapience on each 
(ide of the chafts, one aboue, and one vnderneath. In the chine from the 
head downe-Wards be xxx. bones.called knots oꝛ ioynts. In the bꝛeaſt afoze 
ſeuen bones, and on euery ſide xu. ribs. By the necke betwie ne the head and 
the ſhoulders bee two bones, named the ſheares. After bie the tws ſhoulder 
blades. Fro the ſhoulders to each elbow, in each arme is a bone called the 
adiutoꝛ. From the elbow to the hand, on each arme be two bones that be 
called canties. In each hand be vii. bones, aboue the palme be foure bones, 
Which be cailed the combe of the hand. The bones in the fingers in each 
hand be rv, incuery finger thꝛie. At the end ot the ridge be the buckle bones, 
wyhereto be faſtned the two bones of the thighs. In each knee is a bone, ca's 
led the knee plate. From the knie to the fot in each leg be two bones, called 
cannes 02 marrow bones; In each fot is a bone, called the ancle oz pin of 
the fot t behinde that ancle is the hirle bone in each fot, the Whichis the 
low eſt part ot a man, and aboue tach fat is a bone called the hollom bone. 
In the plant ot each ft be tit. bones, then be the combes of the flet, in each 
of which be v. bones. The bones in the toes in each fot be the number of 
rin. Two bones be tofoze the bellp, foꝛ to hold it ſtedlaſt with the two bꝛan⸗ 
ches. Two bones be in the head behinde the eares, called oculars. Me rec⸗ 
kon not the tender bones ok the end of the ſhoulders, no? of the ſides, noꝛ di⸗ 
uers little griſtles and ſpelders of bones, foz they be compꝛehended in the 


number aboueſaid. 
Thus endeth the Anatomy, and followeth the phlebotomy. 


Hereaſter ſolloweth the names ofthe veines, and where they reſt, 
and how they ought to be letten bloud. 
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E may vnderſtand by this figure the number of the veines, and che places of a mans dody, where they 


biene, and how they ougbt to be let bloud, and no where elſe, ſo that it ber a naturall day toꝛhlaud let ·

moꝛs 02 ill bloud that might hurt the chamber of the heart az. the.appurte- 
nance, and it is good fox them that ſpit bloudthat be ſhoꝛt winded, by the 
which a man map die ſuddenly by default of ſuch bler ing. s 
G The veme of the liuer taken in the arme, taketh and diminicheth the 
great heat of the body ol man, and holdeth the body in health, and this blie⸗ 
ding is pꝛofitable againſt the yellow ares and apoſtumes of the liuer, and 
againſt the pluriſit, whereby a man may die by fault of ſuch bleeding. 
Y Betweene the maſter-finger and the leach to let bloud, helpeth the do- 
tours that commeth in the ftomacke and fides, as botches, apoſtumes, and 
diuers other accidents that may come in thoſe places by great abundance 
of bloud and humours. | | F N 
FJ Jnthe ſwes betwiene the wombe and the bꝛanch be two veines, of the 
Which that of the right ſide is let bloud fo2 the Dꝛopſie, and that of the left

I2 Jnth? veine of the end of the noſe is made a blte ding, the which is 
good foꝛ a red pimpled face, as be red dꝛops puſtules ſmall ſcabs, and other 
inkections of the heart, that map come therem by the great replexion and 
abundance of bloud and humours, and it auaileth agatilt pimpled noſes, 
and other ſemblable ſickneſſe. 
O Inthe mouth in the gummes be koure veines that is to wit, two aboye 
and two beneath, the which be let bloud foz the chaſing and caltker in the 
mouth, and fo2 tothach. | 
P Betweenc the lip and the chin is aveine that is letten bloud to nive a- 
mendment to them that haue an euill bꝛeaſt. 
Q In each arme be foure veines, of the which the veine of the head is the 
higheſt, the ſecond nert is from the heart, the third is ofthe luer, and the 
kourth is from the milt, otherwile called the low liuer veine. 
R The veine in the head taken in the arme. ought ta blied fo2 to take away 
the great replerion. and abundance or bloud that may annoy the head, the 
£ye, and the bzaine, and auaileth greatly fo2 tranſmutable heats, and ſwel- 
lings of the thꝛoat, and to them that bath ſwollen faces and red, and to di- 
uers other ſicknelſes that may fall by to great abundance of bloud. 
S The veine of the milt,otherwile called the low veine.ſhould bleed againſt 
all feuer tertians, and quartains, and it ought to bee made a large and 
leſſe die pe wound than in any other veine, fo? feare of wind that it may gas 
ther, and foꝛ moꝛe tnconucntence, fo2 feare of a ſinew that ts under it, which 
is called the Lezard. 
T In each hand bee th2ix veines, Whereof that aboue the thumbe ought 
to bleed, to take away the great heat of the viſage, and fo2 the thicke bloud 
and humours that be in the head, this veine evacuatethmoze than that of 
the arme. | 
A Betweene the little finger and the lech finger is letting of bloud, that a- 
uaileth greatly againſt feuer — - quartains, and againſt flumes, x 
li. diuerg 
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diuers other lettings that commeth to the paps and to the milt. 

B In each thigh is a veine, of the which the blä ding auailetb againſt the 
dolours and ſwellings of the gemtours, and fo2to auoid aid dꝛiue out of 
a mans body humoꝛs that be in the groines. 

Y The veine that is vnder the ancle of the kot without, named Sciat, of 
the Which the bleeding is much Woꝛth againſt the paines of rhe bꝛancheg, 
and foꝛ to make depart and iſſue divers humours, which would aſſemble 
in the laid place, and auatilcth greatly to women fo to reſtrame their mens 
ſtruoſity When they haue to great abundance. 


Thus endeth the Anotomy and Flebotomy of the humane bodies, 
and how one ſhould vnderſtand them.

man is whole oꝛ ſicke, oꝛ diſpoſed to ſickneſſe. It he be whole to maint aine 
and kle pe him, if he be ſicke, to ſearch remedy to heale him. Ik he be diſpcs 
ſed to ſicknelle, to kte pe him that he fail not therein. And ts know each of 
the laid their things, the Shepherds put divers fignes. Pealth pꝛoperly 
attempcrance, accoꝛd, and equality of the foure equalittes of man, Which 
be hot, cold, dzy, and moiſt. The which When they be well tempered and 
equall, that one ſurmounteth not the other, then the body of man is whole. 
But when they be vnequall and diſtempered, that one domineth ouer ano⸗ 
ther, then a man is ſicke, 02 diſpoſed to {ickneſle, and they be the qualities 
that the bodies holdeth ok the elements, that they be made and compoſed 
of, to wit, of the fire heat, of the water cold, ofthe ayze moiſt, and of the 
earth dꝛy. The which qualities When one is diſoꝛdered fromthe other, then 
the body is ſicke. Ind ik that one deſtrop the other of all, then the bo dy dieth, 
and the (oule departeth, 


Signes by the which Shepherds know a man whole and well 
diſpoſed in his body. Chap. xxv. 


Ye frit ſigne whereby Shepherds know a man to be whole and well 
diſpoſed in his body, is when he eateth and dyzinketh well after the con⸗ 
uenance of the hunger and thirſt that he hath, without making erceſſe, 
Allo when her diſgeſteth.lightly, and when that he bath eaten and dꝛun⸗ 
ken enpeſheth and grieuethnot his ſtomacke. Allo when he ficleth gen ſas 
uor and appetite in that he eatcth and dznketh.Alſo when he is hungry and 
thirſty at che howzes they ought to eat and dꝛinke. And when he retopceth 
him 
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him with merry folke. And vohen they play gladiy any plap of recreation, 
with kellowes of merry courage. vifo when he ptaycth glad y in fields and 
dds, to take the wirt ape. aid ſpoꝛt in the meddowes by Waters ſides, 
Alſo when he eateth glavly,and with gov appetite of butter. cher ſe, flatones, 
{eps milke without leauing anp thing in his diſh to lend to the almel⸗ 
houſe. And when he ſlirpeth well without rauing dzeame of bis merchan⸗ 
dile. Allo when be feeleth bim light, and that he waketh Well. Alia when 
he ſweateth ſone, and that nirſech little oꝛ nothing, And when he is nets 
ther too kat noʒ tw leane. Alfo When he hath god colour in his face, and 
that bis wits beene all well diſpoſed koz to doe their operations, as his 
eves koꝛ to fre, his cares to heare, his noſe to ſmell, æc. And thus we laue 
of the continuance of age, the diſpoſition of the body, and allo the time. Of 
other ſignes J lap nothing, but theſe be the moſt common, and that ought 
ta ſuffice fo2 ſhepherds to know the ſignes or health.

Sag Jt, when he will not well cat, ne dzinke, oz that they haue none 

E appetite to eat at duner oꝛ ſuppcr, oꝛ when he fin deth no lauour 
2 WL in that he eateth and d2inketh, oꝛ that he is hungry and may not 
© cat, when his digeſtion is not good, 82 that it bot long. Alſo 
when he goeth not to the chamber moderately as her ought ts doe. Alſo 
when he is heauy and ſad in joyous companies, When ücinelſe cauſeth a 
man to Le thoughttull, Semblably, when he may not ſitr pc, noꝛ take his 1 ft 
aright and at due houres. Alſo ohen his membes bier ne he ur as his head. 
his legs, and his armes. And alſo when he may not waltze caſuy an light⸗ 
ly, and that he ſheweth not often, and his colour is pale and yelloi,02 when 
his Wits, as his cyes, his cares, and the other doe not kinziy their opera⸗ 
tion. In likewiſe when he may not labour and trauell. Allo when he foꝛget⸗ 
teh lightly that Which of neceſſity ought to be kept in memozy, and when he 
ſpitteth often, oz When bis nollrus aboundeth in ſuperflucus humours. and 
when he is negligent in his Woꝛkes, and when his fleſh ts blowne 92 ſwollen, 
in the vilage, in his legs, 02 his feet, oꝛ When his eyes be hollow in his head. 
Thele beene the ſignes that ſignifieth a man being in ſickneſſe, and who that 
bath oſt of the fo2cſatd ugnes, moſt is ſicke. 


Of other manner of ſignes almoſt ſemblable to them aboueſa id, & ſhew eth 
the replexion of euill humors, for to be purged of them. Chap. xxxvi. 


Eplerion ot eui{humours, and diſpoſition of ſicknefle, after the opfni- 
on of ſhepherds, the which replerion is knowne how to * 
ald 
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ſaid humours that they ingender on ſickneſſe, and birne bꝛoken by the ſignes 
that followeth, Firſt when a man hath ouer great readneſſe in the face, in 
the hands, oz in the nailes, hauing alſo the veines full of bloud, oꝛ bleed 
tw muh at the noſe, oz tmoften, oꝛ haue paine in the foꝛehead. Alſo when 
thc eares ſoundeth, and when the eyes Water oz bee full of gum, and haue 
the vnderſtanding ttoubled, and when the pulſe beateth tm faſt, and when 
the belly is long reſolute and lare, and when one hath the light troubled, 
and eating wit hout appetite. And all the other ſignes bekoze ſaid birne, by 
the which one may know the body ell dilpoſed, and haue in it coꝛrupt hu⸗ 
mu2s, ſuperfluous and etl, 


Thus finiſh the ſignes, by the which Shepherds know when they ble 
whole and well diſpoſed, and other ſignes oppolite, by the Which they know 
when they be ſicke oz ill diſpoſed. 


A diuiſion and regime of time, ofthe which ſhepherds vſeth, after that the 
ſeaſon and time requireth. Chap. xxvii. 


8 9 Dꝛ to remedy the ſickneſſes and infirmities that a man hath, 
and to kirpe him from them which he doubteth to come. Shep⸗ 
$34 herds ſay that the time naturally changeth foure- times a 
peare, and ſo they diulde the yeare into koure quarters, that is, 


Ger, Summer, harueſt and winter. And in each of rheſe quarters they 
gouerne them as the ſeaſon requireth to their mindes, andthe better is fox 
them. And as the ſeaſon changetb, ſo change they their manner of lis 
uing and doing, and ſay that changing of time without taking good heed, 
often engendereth infirmities, koꝛ that.in one time behoueth not to vſe 
ſome meats which be gend at another time, as that vſed in winter is not 
good in ſummer. and ſo of the other ſeaſons. And foꝛ to know the changing of 
time after the ſaid parties, they conſider the courſe ofthe Sunne by the 
twelue ſignes, aud ſay that eucry of the ſaid foure quarters and ſeaſons 
dureth thz& months, and that the Sunne paſſeth by thꝛie ſigneg, that is 
to Wit, in pꝛime time by Piſces, Aries, and Taurus, and theſe bir the 
moneths, Febzuary, Parch and Apzill, that the earth and tries re- 
ioyceth, andchargeth with griene leaues and flowers, as it is aplcaſure to 
behold. In ſummer by Gemini, Cancer, and Lea, and the months 
bin May, Jun? and Fuly, that the fruits of the earth groweth and ripc⸗ 
neth. In harueſt by Uirgo, Libza. and Scoppto, and the months bin Au⸗ 
guſt, September, and October, that the earth and trees diſchargeth fruits 
and leaues, and that time each felleth and gathereth the kruits. In winter 
by Sagittarius, Capzicomus and Aquarius, and the months biene Mo⸗ 
uember, December, and January, that the earth and tries biene as dead 
and vncloathed, of leaues, fruits, and of all grtenneſſe. After the Which 
foure ſeaſons. Shepherds deuileth the time that man map uue in foure 

ages 
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ages, as pouth, ſtrength, age, and decrepit, and bin likened to the foure feas 
ſons of the yeare : That is to wit, youth to ꝛime time, that is, hot and 
moiſt, and as the herbs and trees of the earth grow, ſo doth man in youth, 
vnto rv. peares, grow of bady, in ſtrength, beauty, and vigoꝛ. Fo2ce is like- 
ned vnto ſummer, hat and dy. and the body ot man ts in fo2ce and vigoꝛ.and 
enripeneth vnto rlv. peares. Age is campared to the time of Þarueſt, cola 
and dzy, that man leaueth off growing and febleth, ayvthinketh how to gas 
ther and ſpare foz feare of default and nixd,when as he commeth to ſtoping 
age, and dureth to lui. peares. Decrepit is likened vnto the ſeaſon of awins 
ter, cold and humid by abundance of cold humozs, and default ofnaturall 
heat: in Which time man ſpendeth that which hie had gathered and kept in 
the time paſſed, and if he haue ſpared nothmng, he abideth poꝛe and naked, 
as the cath, tries, and dureth vnto lxit. yeares oʒ moꝛe. Bꝛʒme time is hot 
w motff, nature of ayze, complexion of the ſangune. Dummer is hot dyy, 
natur? of fire, complexion of cholericke. Harueſtis cold and dzy, nature of 
earth, aud complexion of the melancholy, UTinter is cold and moiſt, na⸗ 
ture of Water, complexion of the flegmaticke. when complerion is Well 
pꝛopoꝛtioned, it fieleth it ſelfe better diſpoſedin the time ſemblableto it, 
than it doth in other times. But fo that euery man is not Well complerto- 
ned. they ought to doe as ſhephcrds doe, that is. to take regiment to keepe 
themſclues after the ſeaſons, and gouerneth them by their enſignements and 
teachings, Which. they vſe in euery quarter of the ycare to liue the longer, 
wiſelier, and merrilie. | 


The regiment for Prime time, March, Aprill, and May, 


N Paime time, ſhepherds kfepe themſelues mcetly well cloathed, not 

ouer cold, noꝛ ouer hot, as With linſie wolſie, Doublets of Fuſtian, and 
gownes of a mirtly length, furred with Lambe moſt commonly. Ju this 
time is good letting bloud, to auoid the euill humours that were gachered 
tn the winter time. Ik lictneſle doe happen in pzime time, it is not of his 
nature, but pzacxDeth of the humoꝛs gathered in the winter paſſed. Pꝛime 
time is atemperate time to take medicines foꝛ them that be co2pozate and 
full of thicke humo2s to purge them. In this time they ought fo cat 
light meats Which doe refreſh, as Chickens, Rids with vertuvce, Bozage, 
Bits, yolkes of egges, egges in mwne-ſhine, Roches, Perches, Pic⸗ 
kere!s, and all ſkaled fiſh, Ozinke temperate Mine, Bier o2 Ale, ſo that they 
be not to ſtrong, ne ouerſweet: fozinthis time all ſwiet things ought not 
to be vled, and a man ought to ſlfepe long in the mozning and not on the 
day. The ſhepherds haue a generall rule oꝛ cuſtome fo2 all ſeaſons that 
auatlethmuch agatnit all infirmities aud fickneſſes that is, not to lieſe his 
appetite foꝛ eating, and neuer to eat without hunger. Alſo ſay they, that all 
manner of fleſh and fiſh is better roſted than ſod den, and if they be _— — 
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thirſt, but eat in due ſeaſon, and not when their mawes be full, 
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— them on a Gzidyꝛon, on the coales, and they beene the moꝛe whols 
ome. 


The regiment for the time af ſummer, Tune, Iuly, and Auguſt. 


He ſhepherds in ſummer bin cloathed with light gownes and ſlagle, 

their ſhirts and ſhiets that they lie in be inten, fo of all cloth it is 
the coldeſt, they haue doublets of filke oz ſay, oz of Canuas manerly 
made, and they eat light meats, as Chickens with verlupce, young Bares, 
Rabbets, Lettiſe, Purſelatne, Melons, Gowrds, Cutumbers, Peares, 
piumbs, and ſuch fich as are afozenamed. And alſo they eat of mcats that 
doe rekreſh. Alſo they eat little and often, they bzeake their (aſt oꝛ dine in the 
mozning bhefoze the ſunne ariſe, and gor to ſupper ere it deſcend, and they 
eat often of the aboue ſatd meats and ſowꝛer foz to giue them an appetite. 
They eat but little ſalt meats, and refraine them fro ſcratching, thep dzinke 
oft keeſh water when they be thirſty, ſaue onely at dinner and ſupper time, 
and then they doe dꝛinke feeble greene Mine, ſingle Biere oꝛ ſmall Ale. Als 
fo they kee pe them fro ouer great travell, oz otter foꝛcing themſelues, foz 
m this time is nothing grieuoſcr than chafing. In this ſeaſon they eſchue 
the company ol women, and they bath them oft in cold water to aſſwage 
the heat of their bodies enkoꝛced by labours. Al way they haue with them 
DSugarcandie, oꝛ other Sugar, where ot᷑ they tałe little and often, and each 
day in the moꝛning they doe fozce them vy coughing and ſpitting to vod 
flegmes, and vord them aboue and below the beſt that they can, and wah 
their hands with freſh water, their mouth and viſage, 


The regiment for Harueſt, September, October, and Nouember, 


Nharueſt, ſhepherds biene cloathed as m Yztme time, ſaue their clothes 

are a little warmer, In this ſenſe they vſe diligence to purge and cleanſe 
themlelues, bliding alſo to temper the humours of their bodies: Foz 
it is the contagiouſneſt ſeaſon of the yeare; in the which pertlous infirnts 
ties happen, and therefozethey eat god and wholſome food, as Capons, 
Þens, young Pigeons that begin to flte, anddzinke good wines, and other 
good dꝛinkes without making exceſſe. In this ſeaſon they refratne eating 
of fruits, foz it is a dangerous ſeaſon foz agues: and they ſay, that be had 
neuer ague that neuer eat fruit. In this ſeaſon they dztuke no water, and 
they put na part of them in cold water, but their hands and face. They kiep 
their hands fro cold in the night and mozning, and ſlie pe not in the noone 
time and refraine ouer · great trauell. and endure not too much hunger, ne 
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The regiment for Winter, December, Ianuary, and February. 


— He ſhepherds in winter are clothed in thicke gownes of rough 
a=» PP. cloth bie homme; well furred with fore. Foz it is the warmeſt 
. wp] fuvcing that is, and Cats, Contes, Lambs, alm divers other 
2 bictke furres that be good and wholſome. In the winter ſhep⸗ 
l berds doe eat Biete. oꝛke, Bꝛawne ot Þarts, Pinds, and all 
kind of v2mſon, Partriges. Feſants, Þares, fawles of the river, and other 
meats that they loue beſt: koꝛ that is the ſeaſon of the yeare that nature 
ſuffereth greateſt plenty ot vitle fo2 the natur all heat that is dꝛawne with⸗ 
in the ba y. In this ſeaſon alſo they dꝛinke oft ſtrong wines after their com- 
plerion, baſtard, oꝛ Oley. Twice oꝛ thꝛice in the wieke they vie good ſpi⸗ 
ces intheir meats. Foꝛ this is the wholſomeſt ſeaſon of all the veare, in the 
which chanceth no ſickneſſe, but by great erceſſe and ontrages done to na⸗ 
ture, 02 hy euill gouernment.

Pere is to be noted, that a man is made of the foure Elements. of which 
one hath domination alwayes abaue the other: and that man on whom the 
fire ruleth is ſaid to be cholcricke, that is to ſay, hot and dꝛy. He on whom 
the ayꝛe hath rule, is ſaid to be ſanguine: that is to ſay hot and moiſt. He on 
whom the water hach gouernance, is ſaid to be cold and muiſt, that is rg 
ſay flegmaticke. And he on whom the earth reigneth, is ſaid to be mglan- 
choly, that is to ſay, cold and dzy. Of which complerions moze ſhall be 
ſpoken in the beginning of phiſnomy.

Foꝛ it is rounder than any 
artifictall. And mozeouer in this Woꝛld we ſer nothing ne never ſhall, cht 
is ſotuſtandequailround as it ſelfe is, and is compoſed of the heauen, an 
the toure elements in five pancipall parts. Atter that, a perſon to 
know that the earth is in the middle of the Won, fo it is the beau'eſt elt 
ment. Upon the eatth is the Water oz the ſea, but it couerethj not the earth 
to the end that men and beaſts may liue therein, and the part that is vuco⸗ 
uered is called the face ofthe earth, foꝛ it is as the face of a man alwatts vn⸗ 
couered, and the part which is couered with water, is as the body of man, 
which is cioathed t hid. On the water is the ayꝛe, that intloſeth the earth 
im the Water, and is duulded into their Regions, one is lom, Whereas mba- 
bitethbeaſts and birds, another mean, whereas bien the cleuds, the which 
make:b the impꝛeſſions. as lightning s thunder. and other, ⁊ is alway cold: 
the third is the higbeſt, whereas is neither wind no raine noz tempeſt, no2 
other impꝛeſſions, ⁊ and there be ſome mount aines that attaine vnto it, as i 


Olympus 
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Olympus that reacheth the bigbeil region of the ayze, and the element ol 
fire mounteth to the ſkie, and the eltments ſuſtatneth the ſkies, as pillars op: 
beams ſuſtaineth a houſe. Ot ſuch mountames is ane in Affrick named Atlas. 
After that is the element of fire. which is neither flambe ne coales, but is 
pure and inmlible,fo2 the great bꝛightneſſe. ſoꝛ ſo much as the Mater is moꝛe 
cleare and light than the earth; and the ayze'mozecleare and light than the 
Water, of ſo much the fire is moꝛe cleare, igt. and tatrer than the ayʒe, and 
the ſkies in equipolent bin cle arer, lighter, and fairer than the fire, the Which 
turneth with the mouings of the heauens, and the nert region of the ayze 
alſo, in the which is ingendꝛed camets, the which biene called ſtartes. foz- 
ſo· much as they be ſhining and moucth as ſtars. After the ſaying of ſome 
ſhepherds, the fire is inuulible, foz his ſubtilty and not earneſſe. fop- 
aſmuch as a thing is moze cleate; of ſo much it 18 le, fo Wit 
ſte the ſktes Well, hut not the fire, fo2 it is ouermuch moze lubtile than the 
apꝛe that is inviſible, toz the ſame cauſe the earth and the Water be thicke, 
and thcrgfoze they be viſible. The ſkies ber neither pꝛopetiy beauynelight, 
bard, ne ſoft,cleare.nedarke, hot, ne cold, ſweet, ne ſower;roloue; neſowne, 
ne ſuch other qualities. ſaue that they be hat in vertue, toꝛ they maꝝ cauſe 
heat here beneath by their lights, mwulngs, andmflaences, aud he impeo⸗ 
perly har d, faz they may nat bir diuided, ne bꝛoken · And alſo they bir im⸗ 
pꝛoperly colours of ligbt in ſome parts, and bie tiucke, as bir the parties 
ok the Stars. In the which there may no ſtarre no other party be anuſted 
and put to, noz none map bie diminiſhed ne token away. and they may 
neicher increaſe, ne war lefſe, noꝛ be of other figure than round, ne they may 
not change, ne patre, ne war old, ne biecoz-upten; ne altcred,: but in light 
onlpas in time of the Eclipſeof the Sunne and Mone, ne they may not 
reſt and ſtand ſtill, ne turne any other wapes, later ne ſoner, in part ne all, 
ne behaue them otherwiſe, than after their common courſe, but by nut acle 
diuine, and thert foze the Stars and ſuic s be of another nature, than the e; 
lements and the things of them compoſed, the which bee tranſmut able 
and cozruptible. The Elements and all things of them compoſed, be inclo⸗ 
ſed Wwithinhe firſt cle, as the yolke of an egge is incloſed Vwithta the white, 
and the ficlt ſkie is incloſed of the ſecond, and tye ſecond in the third, and 
the third in the fourth, and-ſo of the other. The firſt ſue next the elements 
is the ſkte of the M ie, next is the ſkie of Percury. And next is the ſkie of 
Qenug, then ia the ſkfe of the Sunne then is of Pars, then of Jupiter. and 
after it of Saturne. and thus be the lkies of the planets after their ozder.

Ot two great circles, that is to ſay, one Meridian, and the othet Orylon, that 
intetſequeth the one the other, and croſſeth dituctly. 


Meridian is a great circle imagined on the kf, which paſfcth bythe 
poles of the woꝛld, 4 by the point of the (ky right ouer our heads the which 
is called Zemch, and when the ſunne is come ouer fron Ozient vnto that 
circle it is und day, and there toze it is called Meridian, and the halte ot that 
circle is ouer the earth, and the other vnder it that paſſeth by the point of 
munigbt. directly oppoſite to Zenich, and Vohen the Sunne toucheth the 
part of the circle, it is midnight, and it a man goe toward oꝛient oꝛ octident, 
he hathnem Meridian, and therefoze it is ſ aner mid-day to them that bie 
toward Dxtent, than to other: if a man ſtand ſttil, his Seridian is one ſill, 
02 it he goe toward mid-day oz ſeptent rion, but ik he ſtixre, he hath other 
Zenich, and theſe two circles croſſeth directly: oꝛiʒon is a great circle that 
diu deth the part of the ſky that we ſee, from that we ſi not. And ſhep- 
herds ſay, that if a man were in a plaine Country, hie ſhonld ſe iuſtly 
halte of the ſky, which they call their enuſphery»that is to ſay halte ſpheare, 
and o2iforits ioyning nigh to the earth, of the which oziſon, the entry is the 
middle, xis the place in the which we haut bin: thus each is alwatesm the 
midſt ot᷑ his oꝛiſon a Z enich is the pole, and as a man tranſpoꝛtethhim from 
one place to another, he is in the other planets agaiuſt the ſuv, and hath other 
Tenich and other oziſon, all onſon is right other oblihe. Chey haue right 
aʒiſon that abideth vnder the Equinocttall, and haue their Tenich in the 
Equinocttall, foꝛ theit Oꝛilon interſequeth ann dundeth the Eqtilnocttall, 
even by thele two poles of the woꝛld, in ſuch wile, that none of the poles of 
Wazld is raiſed abaue theit oziſon-ne depyiued vader it. but they that habit 
other where than vnder the Lquinoctiall haue their oblike, fo? theit 
oziſoirfollowetham viavcththe Equioctiall ſwe wap, and not right, any 
there appeareth vnto them of all times, one of the poles ut the woꝛd raiſed 
abauetheir oziſon, andthe other bir euer hid, o that then ſee them not, 
moꝛe on leſſe atter diuers habitations, and after that they bee of farneſſe 
from the -Equanocttaſl, and the moze that the ane pole is raiſed, the moꝛt 
the aziſanobltke, and the other pale depzived, and is to Wit, that there is as 
much diſlance from the oꝛiſon ta the pole, as is trom the Z enich to the E 
quunoctiall, and that Z enich is the part ot Meridian oꝛ the middel 
at the how viarnall, of the Which tde two ends bee on the Ozifon, And 
allo that ot the Pole vnto the Equinortiall, is we kburth part of all the 
roundueſſe of the ſkies, and alſo of the meridian encle, ſith it paſſeth by 
the poles, and croſſeththe E quinocttall direcrly. Erample of the oꝛiſon of 
Paris after the opinion of "ſhepherds , ouer the Which oziſon they — 
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that the pole is raiſed 49. degrees, Wherefoze they ſay alſo, that from the 
Z enichofP-r:s vnts the Equmoctiall be 49. degrers, and that from the 
oziſon vnto the Zenich, is the fourth part of the Meridian circle, be lcrxx. 
degries, and from the pole to the Z enich be xi. degrees, and from the pole 
vnto the ſolſtice of ſummer be lru. degrees, and from the ſolſtice vato the 
equinc ctiall be 33. degries, there be from tye pole vnto the equinoctiall 50. 
degres-andts thefourth part oftheroundneſſe of th? ſky : krom che equt= 
noctiall vnta the ſolſtice of winter be 33. degrees,and from the lolſtice vnto 
the onſon 18. Thus ſhall the equinoctiall be raiſed ouer the oxſon 2. des 
gries, and the ſolſtice of ſummer 63. degrees, in the Which ſolſlice is the ſun 
at the houre of none the longeſt bay of ſummer, and then it entrethmto 
Cancer, and is moſt niereſt to our habit able parts, that may be. And when 
the ſun is in the ſolſtice of Minter, the ſhoꝛteſt day ol the yeate at the houre 
of none, it entreth mto Capꝛicoꝛnus, and the ſaid ſolſtice :s not ratſed ouer 
the oꝛiſon of Paris, but 8. degries. The which elevations and riſings a man 
map find plainly, ſo that he know one only, and in every region in likewiſe 
after the ſituation. | |

Of the two other great circles ofthe skie, and foure ſmall, 


Mo great circles bie on the ſky, named colours, diuideth the ſkyes in 
foure equall parts, and croſl:rh their ſeife directly, the one paſſeth by 
the poles of the Wozld, and by the two ſolilices, and the other by the poles 
alſo, and by the two equinoctia's. The firft ſmali Circle is called the Circle 
Artike, becauſe of the pole 3odiake about thc pole Artike, and his like is to 
bis oppoſitg, named the Circle Antartike. The other two be named Tro- 
pikes, the ane of ſummer, and the other or Vainter. The Tropike of ſum⸗ 
mer is called the ſolſtice ot ſummer: beginning of Cancer. and the Cropiue 
of winter of the ſolſtice of winter, beginning of Capzticozne, and be equally 
diſtant one Circle from the other. Here ought to be noted that the diſtances 
ol the pole art to the Circle artike, and the diſtance of the Tropik of ſum⸗ 
merto the [> & that of equinoctionall to the tropiłe ot winter, 
and fromthe Circle antartike to the pole antartike, are iuſt cquall, cach of 
24. degrees d a halte, oz thereabout, then the diſtance from the equinoctiall 
to the tropitke of ſunumer, c from the circle artike to the pole, make together 
47 degrirs. The which take away of the quarter betwiene the pole and 
theequinoctiall, wbereas be lxxx. degries, ſaue that there abiderh 44, that 
be the diſtance betwiene the troptke of inter, and the Circle antartike, 
and theſe circles be ſaid little, foz they be not ſo great as the other, neuer: 
theleſſe they be diuſved each by CCC. lx. degries as the greateſt, - 


Of che riſing and reſconſing of the ſignes in the 
oriſon, Chap. xxxv.

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y Rfſort and emiſpherp diffcred, fo2 oziſon is the circle that Dittt# 
deth the part if the (ky which Wee ſte, from that under the 
» 4K earth Wc (ir not. Allo oꝛiſon is a citclethat moueth nat, but 
gas we mour trom one plate to another, but emiſphery turne 
continuallp, foꝛ one part riſeth and moaunteth over oꝛiſon. and 
the other part reſconſeth and entreth vnder it: thus ozifon rileth ne reſcon⸗ 
ceth, Meridian allo riſech not ne reſconceth. Equmocti2l! is the diurnall 
circle, th it riſeth and reſconceth regularly, as much in one houre agtn-ang- 
ther, and all in 23. houres. Zodtake-the large circle and oblike, Whercon 
the ſignes be, riſeth and reſconleth all on a dayn iturall, but not regularly, 
fo2 it riet moꝛe in one houre than in another, fo2 that is euer ouet out g2t- 
ſox is oblike, and diudeth the ʒodiale in two parts, wheceot one is oller dur 
oꝛiſon, and the other vnderneath. Thus halte of the ſignes riſeth ouer our 
oziſon cuery dap artifictally, be it ſhoꝛt oꝛ long, and the other halfe by night. 
"whercfoze it behoucth, that in dayes Which ber Gozterthatt the nights, 
the ſignes tiſeth ſoner, and in long dapes moze at lctſure, and thus the ʒo⸗ 
diake riſeth not regularly in theſe parts as the cqumoctiall, but there is 
double vartation, foz halfe of the zodiake that is from the beginning of 
Artes vnto the end of ({irgo, altogether takethas much tune in riſing, as 
halte the equinoctiall that is by it, and they begin to riſe in amoment, and 
end in a moment alſo. But this halfe of the 30dtake riſeth ſonerin the be⸗ 
ginning, and this halfe of the equmoctiall moze at leiſure, and this is called 
their obliquement. Alſo the other halfe of the 3odiake, that is from the be- 
ginning of Labza vnto the end ot Piſces, and halte ot the equinoctiall that 
is by it, beginneth and loueth to riſe together, but the Equmoctiall in that 
part in the beginning riſeth ſooner, and the zo diatze moꝛe at leiſure, and this 
is called riſing directly. And Whether that riſeth ſonerithe Equinocttall 
oꝛ the zodiake, yet alwayes they end together. Example of the two mo⸗ 
uings akoꝛelſaid, as if two men went from London ta Windſore, and de⸗ 
parted both together, and that at the begining the one-goe faſt and the 
other ſoftly, hir that goeth faſt ſhould bie ſoner in thtmid-way than the 
other, but if hie that went faſt to the mid-day goe ſofplp and the other faſt, 
they (all be both at once in Windſore. Allo the halfe of the 3odiake from 
thebeginningtoCancer, vnto the end of Sagittary, in riſing beares moze 
than halfeof the Equinoctiall, fo that this halfe riſeth a'l right, and the 
other halte ofthe 3odtake riſeth oVlikely. 


Of the diviſions of the earth, and of the Regions. 
Chap. xxxvi. 
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Jrft, ere we ſpeake af the ſtars, 

and knowledge that ſhepherds 
haue, We Will lay of the diuuſion of 
thc carth, and of the parts after 
their opinion. dA herefoꝛe it is to be 
noted that the earth is round, and 
therefoze as a man goes from one 
country to another, he hath other 
oꝛiſon than he had, and there ap⸗ 
peareth other part of the ſkte, and 
ik a man wet from ſeptẽtrion ſtr ait 
toward mid⸗day. the pole artite to 
him ſhall be leſſe raiſed, that is to 
ſay, moze nigh appꝛoching to the 
earth, and if he went contrarywiſe 
it ould be moze raiſed, that is to 
ſay, appearing higher, and therefoze ik he went toward mid-day vnder ame- 
ridian Whiele, that the pole artike were lelſe raiſed over his oziſon by the 
30. part of one ofthe vi. part of the Arke Meridian, he chould paſſe the go. 
part of the 6.parts ofhalfe ths circuit on the earth. and to him the pole ſhould 
beleſſe raiſed by one degrie, oz to the contrary, till it were moze raiſed of 
one Degree, then he ſhould paſſe one degree of the circuit of the earth, of the 
Which all the degrees together be ccc. lr. And one degree of the earth con» 
taineth 22. leagues and an halte oz thereabout, and eueryleaguets 2. mile. 
And as the ſpeare of the ſky is diulded by the foure leile circles five parties 
called Zones ſo the earth is diuided into ſiue regions Whereof the firſt is 
bet wien the pole artike, and the circle artike. The ſecond is between the ctr- 
cle arttke and the tropike of ſummer. The third is betweene the troptke of 
ſummer and the tropike of winter. The fourth is betweene the tcoptke of 
winter, and the circle Antartike, The fifth betweene the circle antartike, 
and the pole antartike. Ot which parts ol the earth ſame Gepherds ſay, 
that the lirſt and the fifth be inhabit able fo2 their over great coldncſſe, fox 
they be too far from the ſunne. The third is in the middle, is too nere vn⸗ 
der the way of the ſun, and is inhabitable foꝛ the great heat. The other 
two parts, the ſccond and the fourth, be neither too neare, noꝛ too far from 
the ſunne, but be moderate in heat and cold, and therefoze they bie habi⸗ 
table if there be no other letting: and ſuppoſe it be true, vet it is not impol⸗ 
ſible to paſſe ouerthwart the region, vnder the Way of the ſun called Z one, 
turned to go from the ſecond to the fourth. Fo2 ſome ſhepherds would haue 
paſſed which would haue ſhewed it, wherefoze they ſay that there is no re · 
gion habited but the ſecond, wherem we and all other be. 


Of che variation that is for diuers liabitations and Regions 
ofthe earth. Chap, xxxvii. 
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Pepherds ſay, that if it were poſſible that the earth wert inhabite dall 
about, and pole the caſe that it were ſay firſt they that inhabit under the 
Equinoctiall haue alwapes the dayes and the nights equall; and haue the 
two poles of the Woꝛld at the 2. coꝛners of the ozifon, ⁊ may [ce al the ſfars 
when they (ire th2two poles, and the ſunne palleth twice a yeare ouet them, 
tht is, when it paſſeth by the equinoctials. Thus the ſunne is to them the 
one haife of the yeare toward the pole artike. and the other halte toward rhe 
other pole, an therefoze they haue two Winters in a yeare without great 
cola: one is, when we haue winter, and the other when we haue ſummer, 
Semblablythey haue two Summers, one is March, when we haue pꝛime 
time, and the other in September, when we haue harueſt. and by this tber 
haue foute ſoiſtices two hie, when the ſun paſſeth by their 3enich, and two 
ow. when it declineth one Way oꝛ other. and thus they haue foure vmbꝛes 
02 ſhadowes in a veare, foꝛ when the ſunne is in the equinocts twice in the 
p2are, in the moꝛning their ſhaddawes be in the occident, and at night in 
the ouleat and then at noon they haue no ſhaddomes, but when the Simne 
is in the ſignes ſeptentrionals, th. ir ſhaddowes be toward the parts ofthe 
ſignes mercdionals, and (a agamward. Secondly, they that inhabit bes 
twien the Equinoctiall and the Troptke of ſummer, haue m likewiſe two 
ſummers and two Winters, and foure ſhadowes in a yeare, and they haut 
no difference of the firſt, ſaue that they haue longer dayes in ſummer, and 
ſho:ter in winter, foz as the Equinocttall lengthneth. ſo likewiſe doth the 
dayes in ſummer, and in that part of the tarth is the firſt climate, and al- 
moſt halte ofthe ſecond, x is named Arady, wherein is Ethiopia. Thitbly, 
they that inhabit vnder the Troptke of ſummer, haue the Sun ouer their 
heads: and at the day of the ſolſtice of Summer at noone, they haue theit 
ſhavowcs ſmaller than we haue, and there is a part of Ethiope. Fourthly, 

they that be betucene the trop1ke of ſummer, and the circle Arttke, haue 

long dapes in ſum ner than the abaue ſaid in as much as they be furthet 

from the Squisoctiall, ano ſhorter in winter, and they haue the ſun ouer 

their heads, ne toward ſeptentrion, and that part of the earth we inhabit. 
gikthly, they that inhabit vnder the circle Artike, haue the elyptike of the 
ʒodlane to their ozyſon,and when the fun is in the ſolſtice of ſummer, it re⸗ 

can eth nat, and thus they haue nomght but natural l dayes of 24 houteg, 

Semblably when the fun is the ſoltce of winter, it is naturall day when 

they haue continuallntght. and that the Sun rileth not to them. Sirthlp, 

they that be between the Circle artitze, and the pole arttke, haue in ſummet 

diuers natur all dates that be to them one day artifictall without any night. 

Aid allo in winter be manpnaturall daves, which are to alWvayes night. 

i the mo22 that it appꝛocheth the pate, the moge is the artificial day of ſum 

mer long. and dureth in ſoms piace a Wecke, in other a month, in other two, 

in other thꝛee an other moze,4 paoporttonally the mt is greater. toy ſume 

of the ſignes be euer on their 6—— — and as long 
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as the Sunne is in the ſignes aboue it is day, and while it is in the ſignes 
vnderneath it is night. Seuenthly, they that inhabit right vnder the Pole, 
haue the ſun halte of the veare on their oꝛſon, and haue continue ll day, and 
the other halte of the yeare continuall mgbt, and the equinoctiall ts in their 
oꝛilon that diudeth the ſignes fir aboue 4 ſir beneath. where koꝛe when the 
ſun is u the ſignes that be hie, and toward them they haue continuall day: 
and when it is in the ſignes toward mid-day they haue contmuall night. and 
thus in a veare they haue but one day and one night. And as it is ſaid of that 
part ofthe earth toward the pole Artike, a man may vnde rſtand of the other 
balfe, aud of the habitations toward the pole Antartikc. 


The diuiſion of the earth and of the parts inhabited. 


Pepherds and other, as they diuide the earth inhabitable in 7. parts 
that they call climates. The firſt Otamerous. The ſecond Climate 
Diaciens. The third Dalirandzy. The fourth Diathodes. The 
fifth chmate Diacomes. The ſixth Daboaiſtines. The leuenth Otartiphe- 
0s. Df the which each hath his longitude determined, and the latitude 
alſo, and the nearer thep bie to the Equnoctiall, the longer they bee, and 
larger, and pꝛocte d in longitude from oꝛient to occident and in latitude 
krom mid ⸗ day to ſeptentrion- The firſt climar after ſome ſhepherds contat- 
neth in length bale the circuit of the earth. that is, two hundꝛed thouſand 
and foure hundzed mile, and it hath a hundzed thouſand and two hundꝛed 
mile of length. The ſecond and ſo of the other, fo2 the leſüng of the earth 
comming toward Septentrion. To underſtand what a climate is, after 
the ſaying of the ſhepherds. A climate is a ſpace of the earth equally large, 
whereof the length is from oztent to occident, and the bꝛedth is comming 
from mid-day, and from the earth inhabitable toward the Equmoctiall, 
dꝛawing to ſeptentrion, as much as an hozologe oz clocke changeth not. 
Foꝛ m earth habitable the clockes change vi. times inthe bzedth of the cli 
meats. It is ofneceſſity to ſay that they be ſeuen, and where the variation 
of hozologes is, there is the diverſity of climates, howbeit that ſuch varia⸗ 
tion pꝛoperiy ought to be taken in the midſt of the climateg, and not in the 
beginning oꝛ end koꝛ the pꝛorunity and couenance the one of the other. Als 
ſo one climate hath alwayes a day arttfictall of ſummer, ſhozter oꝛ longer 


than another climate, and this day ſheweth the difference in the midſt of 


euery climate better than the beguming oz end, the which thing wer may 
ſenſibly know at eye, and thereby iudge the difference of the clunates. And 
it is to be noted that vnder the Equmoctiall. the dayes and the mghts in all 
times are equall each of twelue houzes, but commiug toward ſeptentrion, 
the dayes of ſummer longeth, e the winter dayes ſhoztned, æ the moze that 
one appꝛocheth ſeptentrion, the moze waxeth the dayes in ſuch wile, that 
the five of the laſt clunate the dayes in ſummer be longer by thzee houꝛes 4 
15 an 
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an halfe, than they be at the beginning of the firft, and the pole is mage rai⸗ 
{ed by 38. degrees. At the beginning of the firſt cumate, the longe day 
of ſummer bath :2.houzes and riv. minutes and in the pole israiſedonthe 
ouſan « 2.degcies and clv. minutes, and the midſt of the cumate the langelt 
day hath « 3- houzcs,and the pole raiſed rvi. degries, and the latitude dures 
vito the longeſt day of ſummer that is z. houres, and xv.muutes,and the 
pole raiſed 20-degries and an halte, which largenes is cccc;xl,mile of earth. 
The ſecond climate beginneth at the end ol the firſt, and the midſt is there 
as the day hath 12. houres and an halfe, and the pole is raiſed ouer the oꝛi⸗ 
{aa 24. degries and 15. minutes. And the latitude dureth vnto there ag the 
longeſt day hath : 3. houres andriv. minutes, and the pole is railed reef; 
degries and an halle, and this largeneſle contatneth ol earth CCC C. miles 
iuſt. The third climate beginneth at the end of the ſecond, and the midi is 
there as the day bath 13. houres, and the pole is raiſed 30. pegries and 
xlv, mmutes, and the latitude extendeth vnto there as thelongeſt day hath 
14. houres, and rv. nunutes, and the pole is raiſcd 23. degrees, and rl. 
minutes. The fourth climate at the end of the third, and the midſt is there 
as the longeſt day hath : 4. houres and an halfe, and the pole is rafſed 26. 
degrtes and 20. minutes, the latitude dureth unto there as the longeſt day 
bath 13 houres, and xlv.mmutes, and the pole is raiſed 20. degrees, and 
the largeneſſe containeth of carth ccc. mile. The fikch climate at the end of 
the fourth, and the midſt is there as the longeſt day hath 15 houres, and the 
pole is raiſid 41.degres and 20. minutes, and the latitude dureth vnta there 
as the longeſt day hath 15 boures, and 15. minutes, æ the pole is raiſed 44. 
degrees and an halte e the largeneſſe containeth of earth C C. lu. mile. The 
ſirch climate at the end of the fifth, and the mibſt is there as the longeſt day 
hath 15. houres and an halte, and the pole is raiſed over the oꝛiſon xlu. de⸗ 
gries and 23. minutes, of Which the lar geneſſe dureth vnto there, as the 
longeſt day hath « 5. houres and rlv. minutes, which largeneſſe containeth 
of earth CC. 12. mile. The ſeuenth climate at the end of the ſirth, ana the 
midſt is there as the longeſt day hath rvi. houres, and the pole is raiſed 48. 
degries and xl. minutes, the latitude extendeth vnto there, as the longeſt 
dayhath 16. houres and 1 5. minutes, and the pole is raiſed fifty degrirs 
and an halke, and the largeneſle of the carth containeth 186. mile, 


A maruelluus conſideration of the great underſt inding; 
of ſhepherds, 


F cale were after the length of the climates, one might goe about the 
earth from Oꝛient to Occident to his firſt place, fome ſhepherds ſap 
that this compaſſe may almoſt bee made. Saping that if a man went 
this compaſſe in 12 naturall dayes,. going regulariy toward a 
egan 
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degannolv at mid-day, he ſhould paſſe every day natur all, the twelfth part 
ofthe circuit ofthe earth, and be 20. degrees, Whereof it behoueth that the 
kunne make a courſe about the earth, and 30. degries further, oꝛ he bere= 
turned on the moꝛrow at the meridian of the laid man, and ſo the ſaid man 
chould haue his day and night of 26. houres, and ſhould bee further by the 
twelfth part of a naturall day than ik he reſied him, Wherefoze it followeth 
or neceſſity, that in twelue natur all daies the ſard man ſhould only haue but 
11. dayes and 11. nights, and ſomewhatlcfle, and that the ſun ſhould light 
bim but eleuen times, and teſcohice eleuen times, foꝛ eleven dayes, and eleuen 
nights, euery day x night of 26. houres, make 12. naturall dapes, each day 
of 24. houres.

The fifth Nation is the Aſſt yrians, 


Find alſo by Waſting, that the nation of Spꝛians hath taken the name 
of a City named Sur, the Which is the moſt eminent, and moſt vpholden 
among all other Cities and townes of the country of Surry. Theſe people 
fo2 their vulgar and common ſpeech, ſpeaketh the language Sarazimous. 
Their holy Scriptures, duunities, and offices of the ſerutce is in Gꝛte ke. 
They baue Biſhops, and keepe the conſtitutions of the Gzirks, obeying 
them in all things. They ſacriſice with raiſed bzead, and haue opinions of 
the Gꝛteks as the Latines. There be ſome Choiſttan men in the holy land 
that inſueth them, and biene called Samaritans, which were conuerted in 
the time of the Apoſtles, but they be not perfect Chaiſtian men. 


The ſixth Nation is of Mororabicns. 


Ometime were Wont to be a nation ot people in the country of Aﬀricke 
and Spaine, called Pozoꝛabiens, but now they biene but few. They be 
called Mozozabiens foꝛ that in many things they held the vſe of Ch2t- 
ftian men, being in Araby, they vſe the language of Latine in the Dunne 
offices and ſacred things, and obey to the Church, and to the pꝛelates of the 
Latines. They confeſſe them inthe language Azomonten oz Latine. They 
bin different tothe Latines, foꝛ that in their diuine Offices they haue the 
boures to long. And foz the day is diuided into xxiiii. houres of night and 
dap, ſo many offices, houres, Plalmes, and all other Dziſons haue they 


along. the which they ſay not after the cuſtame of the Latines, fo2 that the 


Latines ſay in the beginning, they ſayin the end oꝛ in the middeſl. Some 
diuide the holp ſacraments in ſeuen parts, and other in ten. This is a tight 
deuout nation, they conioyne no perſons by marriage, vuleſſe they be boꝛnt 
in their owne country and land: the ffrangers may not bee recetued in 
marriage. Againe, when a man loſeth his wife by death, the ſajd = 
W 
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will neuer be married againe, but liue in chaſtity, The cauſe of ſo great 
diuerſity among Chyiittans was, fo2 that in time paſt the ChitKtans Were 
let and not conſtramed to celebꝛate counſell gener all. Foꝛ this cauſe there 
arole diuers Peretickes in many parts, fo2 there was none that might res 
medy it. 


The ſcucnth Nation is of Preſter Iohns land iu Indie. 


T Þrntis the land ol Indie, WhereofPyeſter John is. Foꝛ his might is ſo 
great that it exctedeth all Chꝛiſtendome. This Pꝛeſter John bath vn- 
der him lxr. Rings, Which doe to him obepſance and homage. and when he 
rideth about his country, he cauſeth to be bozne befoꝛe him a croſſe of wd: 
and going to battell.hz2caulech two to be boꝛne befoze hun, one of gold, the 
other of pzecious ſtones : and in that land is the body of S. Thomas the 
Apoſtle buried in a tombe of fone. and one of his hands is out ofthe tombe, 
and that hand euery body may (x that goeth thither, 


The cighth Nation is of lacobites. 


Dllowmg after the ration of Jacobites, Who are ſo named of James, 

Oilciple of Alexander the patriarke. Theſe Jacobites haue taken and 
occupied a great part of Ada, in the parts Ncclaentall, and the Land of 
Mambꝛe, that is in Eg pt,. and the land Tthtopfans vnto Indie, with ma 
than xx.realmes. Che chudꝛen ok that countrie are circumciſed and bap⸗ 
tized with an hat iron, koꝛ they haue painted the character of the Croſſe on 
their fozeheads, and on other parts of the body, as on the armes and bzeſt, 
They ſhaue them onely to God, and not to the Pꝛieus. In this pꝛotunce 
the Indians and Agarenoꝛians ſay, that Jeſus Chiu hach only but the 


nature diuine. Some of them ſpeake the language of Lhaidi and Arabv, 


and diuers other that doe ſpeake other languages, afcrr rhe diuerſities of 
nations: they were condemned at the Counceliof Chalcedon.

The ninth Nation is of the Neſcorians. 
N Leſcorianus that Was of Conſtantinople, hathbirne made this 
Neſcozians. Theſe Neſcoziaus put in Jeſu Chꝛiſt two perſons, 
one diuine the other humane, and they deny our Lady to be the mo⸗ 


ther of God, but they ſap well Jeſus to be man, the language they ſpeake - 


is Chaldie, and ſacrifice the dody of Jeſus Chꝛiſt with raiſed bꝛead: they 
inhabit in Tarcar'-, and in great Indie, they be in great number, their coun⸗ 
trie cont aineth almoſt as much as Almaine and Italie.

They vle the letter of 
Calde in their diuine Scriptures, and in their vulgar ſpir ch they vle the lets 
ter of Araby. They haue bm vnder the obedience and Lozdſhip of the moſt 
holy and ſacred Church Rom ne: theit patriarke Was at the gener all coun⸗ 
ſell of S. Iohn de Laceran, celebzated at Rome under Pope Imocear the 
third: but ſince then they be returned. They were firſt condemned at the 
councell of Corft intinople, and lince that are returned to the obedience of 
the Roman Church, and yet returned againe to their faile aud cull opinion, 
wherein they perieucr.
